Jury Will 
Investigate 
Gambling 


DETROIT (AP) - U.S. Attor- 


ney James H. Brlckley prom- 
ises a series of special appear- 
ances by national sports figures 
during coming months before a 
23-man federal grand jury in- 
vestigating what agents called a 
nationwide gambling ring. 


Jerome "Dizzy" Dean, 58- 


year-old former St. LouisCardl- 
nals pitching great, was the 
first sports figure named by in- 
vestigators, but he was not 
among the 10 persons arrested 
Thursday in raids in Michigan 
and Las Vegas. 


Dean was searched at his Las 


Vegas motel room. An acquaint- 
ance, Fritz Llndstrom of Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., was arrested at Las 
Vegas where he and his wife 
were vacationing with Mr. and 
Mrs. Dean. 


Dean was the only sports fig- 


ure named by investigators Fri- 
day as they announced the ar- 
rests and plans to take their evi- 
dence- including some $020,000 
in cash and checks—before the 
federal grand jury. 


Brickley said Bean was ap- 


proached "on evidence implying 
he had a connection" with some 
of those arrested. He declined to 
say whether any evidence was 
obtained at Dean's hotel room. 
Mrs. Dean said nothing was ob- 
tained. She called the search 
"laughable" and said her hus- 
band's links with gambling are 
his small bets on football or golf 
like "you and everybody else 
does." 


"I never was so shook up in 


my life like that," Dean said 
Friday in a telephone interview. 


"1 bet on the ball games yes- 


terday wit!: friends, like 1 do In 
gin or on playing In a golf 
game. 


"So does 
everyone else," 


Dean said denying any further 
links with gambling. 


Llndstrom was the only one of 


10 arrested outside Michigan. 
He was arraigned Friday and 
was 
released 
after 
posting 


$10,000 bond. Ut; was described 
as a retired real estate man. 


In Michigan eight persons 


were arrested In tlie Detroit 
area and another man In Lans- 
ing, about 70 miles northwest of 
Detroit. All 10 were charged 
with "use of interstate commu- 
nications facilities 
in further- 


ance 
of gambling" 
and with 


conspiracy 
to violate 
federal 


gambling records. 


Brickley said $4r>0,000 in cash- 


ier's and business checks were 
confiscated at a suburban Bir- 
mingham motel where Donald 
J. Dawson, 48, was arrested, lie 
was described as a restaurant 
operator, Agents also seized a 
car when Dawson was arrested. 


James K. Ritchie, an assist- 


ant U.S. attorney working with 
Brickley expanded on the state- 
ment that national sports fig- 
ures could be implicated. 


"Statements made by some of 


tlio.se arrested and seued re- 
curds 
indicate 
a 
national 


scheme involving famous fig- 
ures in baseball and football 
and hundreds of trainers and 
jockeys at race tricks through- 
out the United States,'1 Ritchie 
said.
